Because since 1920, there ha* been a decrease in this Country of 
.he number of children less than five years old discoverable 
by 
the 
census takers, Prof. P. K. Whelpton, of the University 
of 
Chicago, 
prophesies a period of population shrinkage for the United States. 
Dr. Whelpton is not the first person who ha* suggested something 
af this sort. And because the lid which has been placed on immigration, 
and the inclination among immigrant* to return to their place* of origin 
have also had a marked effect on the tendency of population to rise or 
fall, it is quite likely that the professor's general forecast may be cor­ 


rect. The number of people living within the bounds of this Nation in 
1940 may not be much, lf any, in excess of the number living here In 
1930. 


But will that be anything to mourn and wall about? We do not 
think so. 


Since the beginning of the Republic, this Country ha* been Increas­ 
ing the number of its Inhabitant* with great and sometimes 
almost 
appalling rapidity. It has expanded so fast that it has had great diffi­ 
culty in maintaining its fundamental free institutions; and some of our 
worst political, economic and social problems are rather 
directly 
the 
results of a growth we were not prepared to take care of. 


A definite end to population Increase and even a little shrinkage 
might be a positive blessing to the United State*. The change would 


give the Nation a chance to find itself and get it* affairs, now badly 
out of hand, into some sort of order. 


The idea that numerical bigness is the measure of the strength and 
health of a country is nonsense.

HOW TO FE ED A T R E E 
By DEAN HALLIDAY 
Garden Expert for Central Press 
an d The G azette 
Feeding the lawn tree is not 
quite as simple ac it sounds, yet, 
like 
everything 
else 
when 
one 
knows how It is not overly diffi­ 
cult. 
The use of m anure and other or­ 
ganic fertilizer* on the surface, 
about lawn trees, while theoreti­ 
cally 
correct, is 
generally 
very 
wasteful because the tree roots are 
likely to he deep in the soil and 
the valuable part of the manure 
.leaches away. 
The quickest and best way to 
feed Inwn tret's Is to use a well j 
balanced fertilizer or some of the 
specially 
prepared 
tree 
foods, i 
Ihuich a series of holes fifteen to ■ 
eighteen inches deep and two feet ' 
apart in a circle around the tree. 
A crow bar can be used for this j 
purpose. The holes should extend J 
over an aren which is the eame as 
the spread of the tree top. Into 1 
each hole drop a large or double 1 


handful 
of 
fertilizer. 
Then 
the ’ 
holes should be refilled solidly with 
good topsoil on top of the fertilizer. 
The 
finst application 
may 
be 
made early in the growing season. 
and in the case of much w eakened 
trees can he repeated a month or 
so later. Tree* should not he fed 
late in the season or it may en 
courage a growth too late in the 
roar. 
One 
way 
of 
estimating 
the 


quantity of fertilizer required is t<y 
allow one pound for each inch of 
circumference of the tree trunk 
measured one foot above ground.
